DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 5 thru 1 0 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art of record, either singularly or in combination, does not disclose or 
suggest the combination of limitations including a method of manufacturing an electronic device, 
the method comprising: applying a compressive force between the substrate and the chip 
component so that the insulating adhesive has a first part and a second part, the second part being 
disposed adjacent to the chip component, the second part having a convex surface that draws a 
curve on a view from which a cross section perpendicular to the first surface of the chip 
component is taken, the convex surface ascending from the first surface to have a top surface and 
descending from the top surface in an outward direction.
